Civiletti Mid his decision reflected no change in 
policy regarding enforcement of the espionage act 
Rather, he said, the investigation had reached a log- 
ical end without producing ground for prosecution. 

Agee, 41, has been living in England since 1972 
but faces possible deportation from that country for 
unspecified reasons nf national security. 

Agee’s attorneys said it was not certain whether 
he would return to live in the United States, but he 
would like to lecture here and “take part in the de- 
bate over the future role of intelligence agencies.” 
A tee is said to be working on a second book critical 
of ;the CLA. 

^CIA spokesman said the agency was “upset” at 
thesTjustice Department’s decision because it consti-

Some CIA figures have claimed that Agee’s book 
jeopardized not only the agency’s projects but the 
liyes, of operatives in Latin America. Agee count- 
ered'that he was providing a public service by alert- 
ing the nation to clandestine activities that were il- 
legal dr iidproper. ,
